REMARKABLE ORGANIZATION. 

The remarkabie organization of the car- 
penters was again disblayed by the fact that 
the procession started on time, although 
many unions had met far away from the 
central part of the city, some marching in 
from the suburbs. It was 2 0’clock when the 
procession moved from the corner of Market 
and Kandolph streets, and marched by way of 
Randolph. La Salle, Adams, Wabash avenue, 
ang Washington street to the Lake Front. 
As processions ere usually estimated there 
were fully 5,000 men in line. An actual count 
showed 2,800. The head had reached the 
axe Front when the tail had not yet left 


n Salle street. Twenty unions and three 
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gisemblies of Knights of Labor were 
represented, each order carrying its banner 
and bere and there a transparency bearing 
inscriptions, exhortative, exolanatory, and 
inspiring. 

“ Arbitration and Recognition Are Our 
Demands,” Goldie, Meet the Boys,” “ Keep

_ GOOD NEWS FOR BUILDERS. 

The new Boss nters’ and Builders’ 
Association held anoiner meeting last even- 
ing. They counted noses and found they 
could almost fulfill the condiuon exacted by 
the Carpenters’ Council. Twenty-seven new 
members were admitted, bringing the total 
up to 204. Nacn member was asked how 
many men he could employ at present, and 
an average of fifteen was optained. It 


che new association could employ 3,500 men. 
A constitution and by-laws were adopted 


Arbitration Committee was sent to the head- 
quarters ot toe journeymen to make an en- 
gagement to meet the standing Arbitration 
Committee of the Carpenters’ Council at 10 
o’clock this morning. 

The only difference between the new 
“ bosses’”’ association and the journeymen is 
as to tne bosses offering 30 cents an 
hour.

The new association expects that if 
an understanding is reached the journeymen 
will work only for those who recognize their 
union—that is, for members of the new asso- 
‘ciation. This would enable those who want 
to buila to get their work done, and would 
probably drive the members ot the ola Car- 
penters’ and Builders’ Association out of the 
business or break up their organization. 

A committee representing the Ship Car- 
penters’ and Caulkers’ Union called at the 
headquarters of the strikers last night and 
pledgea the moral and financiai support of 
that organization to the journeymen who are 
now out. 

SITUATION AT THE STOCK-YARDS. 

The Stock-Yards men are agitatng the 
question of making a demand for the intro- 
duction of the eight-hour day. That sucha 
demand will be made is settied, but the time 
has not been decided upon. Since the disas- 
trous strike of 1886 the men have had no or- 
ganization worth mentioning. For a couple 
of months they have been organizing, and 
there 18 now a union of about 600 men, 
most of whom are butchers. They sent a 
letter to the packers some time ago ask- 
ing that a committee be appointed to meet 
the men and negotiate. Only two replies 
have been received, and they are from 
small packers. The new union is regarded 
as too weak at present to undertake a strike. 
Hence many are opposed to inaugurating one 
before next fall. Others want to go out May 
1. The union is strictly secret. Its mem- 
bers are hot known, though it is certain 
most of them are butchers. The butchers 
and coopers hold the key to the situation. If 
they strike the other men cannot work. Both 
have orgapizations at Omaha and Kansas 
City. The eight-hour move will be made 
simultaneously in the three cities in order to 
deprive the packers of the argument that 
they cannot introduce the eight-hour system 
ia Chicage while competing cities work on 
the ten-hour plas. 

Some time ago a demand was made by one 
of Swift’s men for the payment of the guar- 
antee money withheld from his wages. The 
case got into the courts and the claim was 
sustained. Ths has encouraged others to 


make similar demands.

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HONORING GEN. SHERMAN. 


RECEPTION TO THE OLD WARRIOR BY 
THE UNION LEAGUE CLUB. 


Hundreds of Prominent Persons from All 


Parte of the Country Pay Their R 
spects to the Hero of Atianta—After 
the Reception and Supper Mr. Depew 
Makes a Bappy Speech of Congratula- 
tion, to Which the General Keplies in a 
Characteristic Manner. 

New Tonk, April 17.— [Special.] — The 
Union League Club gave a grand reception 
tonight at its house on Fifth avenue to Gen. 
William T. Sherman in honor of his seven- 
tieth birthday, which, by the way, occurred 
Feb. 8. It hud been the original mten uon of 
the club to have the reception on thet day, 
but unfortunateiy Gen. Sherman had already 
made arrangemects fora dinner at his own 
house, so the project had to be abandoned. 
The reception last night was, therefore, the 
consummation of an idea which should prop- 
erly have been executed more than two 
months ago. 

The invitations to the festivities—which 
were issued to about 700 National, State, and 
municipal officers and distinguished citizens 
—set forth that the reception would begin at 
halt-past 8 o’clock, Naturally tre clubmen 
took this to signify at least 9 o’clock, and 
regulated their coming accordingly. Even 
President Chauncey M. Depew was a man 
after this fashion. Not so Gen. Sherman. 
With military punctuality be dismounted 
from his carriage at tthe door of 
the club-house at precisely half-past 
S o'clock. A double line of the regulars of 
the Fifth United States Art llery were sta 
tioned there to do the honors of war. As he 
appearea inside the door Lieut. Miley, who 
was in command of the detachment, gave. 
the order to present arms, which was done 
with a snap that made the old General’s eye 
blink. A ringing cheer went up from the 
club’s men standing in the hall, anda mo- 
mentiater Gen. Sverman was standing un- 
derneath his own portrait, ready to receive 
the many friends who haa assembied to do 
aim honor. 

There he was joined by the President of 
the club, Chauncey M. Depew, and the busi- 
ness of the evening was at once begun. For 
more than two hours a constant stream of 
gentlemen passed by the receiving party apd 
congratulated Gen. Sherman. Ass sting the 
guest of the evening and President Depew 
were Secretary of the Interior Noble and 
Gen. Van Vliet, who made iatroductions 
wherever necessary. At about half-past 10 
o’clock a move was made to the supper- room 
up-stairs, where Gen. Sherman was seated 
at a table with Mr. Depew, Secretary Noble. 
Gens. Porter, Grosvenor, and Van Viiet, and 
Senator Evarts. 

After the dinner all again repaired to the 
theater. When the gentlemen were all 
down-stairs Mr. Depew said: 

At no public reception given by this club 
has there been any speech-making, but after 
everybody. had shaken hands with Gen. 
Sherman the demand for a speech from him 
became so unanimous that there was no re- 
sisting the appeal. This club greets Gen. 
Sherman tonight with pride, but with more 
affecuon than pride. In 1865, when the club 
was congratulating itseif upon the triumph 
of the principies upon which it was organ- 
ized, its first act was to extend a public re- 
cepuon to the Gederal who had marched 
from Atlanta to the sea.

Three Men Injared, One Fatally, at the 
Northwestern Fertitizsing Works. 

The unexpected: revolution of a twenty 
five-foot fiy-wheel injired three men em- 
ployed by the Chicago ana Northwestern 
Fertilizing company at Packers’ avenue and 
Forty-fifth street last night. One of them 
will probably die. 

About 7 o’clock, when: Engineer O'Day 
wished to start up his engine, he found he 
could not get the big fly-wheel off its center. 
As had been done on many previous occa- 
sions he ordered nine or ten of the men who 
work in the establishment at night to climb 
on the wheel to give it a start. Several aid 
80, twining their arms and legs about the 
spokes and pulling downward, while others 
assisted dy pushing upward on tbe other 
side. The wheel began to move, but it 
turned faster than the men had intended. It 
swung the clinging men into the pit under- 
neath, crushing and maiming three. Henry 
Hansbod received cuts on his head, face, and 
body. Mugene Beifuss was injured about the 
leg and spine, and Valentine Hose sustained 
a few minor bruises. Hansbod’s injuries are 
such that he is not expected to recover. 

The wounded men were taken to their 
homes by the Lake police. The blame for 
the accident is placed by the injured men on 
the engineer, who, they say, ordered them to 
mount the wheel. 


HE MUST STaY BETWEEN THE BORDERS. 


A Chinaman’s Uniucky Predicament at 
Niagara Falis. 

Nan Fats, Ont., April 17.—[Special.]

IOWA LEGISLATURE MAY RECONVENE. 


A Fatal Defect in a Ratiroad Bill Which 
Kscaped Not ce. 

Des Mornes, Ia., April 17.—[Special.|—A 
decided sensation has been occasioned by 
the discovery of what may prove to bea 
fatal defect in the Joint Freight Rate bill 
passed by the Legislature. As the bill was 
passed by both Houses, signed by the Gov- 
ernor, and published there was an omission 
in tune section authorizing the Ruilway Com- 
missiovers to fix joint rates in case the rail- 
road companies failed to do so. The third 
secuon of the bill was intended to read as 
follows, but che words included in brackets 
are omitted’ in the bill as it became a law. 

The rates established by the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners shall go into effect within ten 
days after the same are promulguted by said 
Board, and from and after that time the schedule 
of such rates shall be prima facie evidence in all 
of the courts of this State that (tne rates there- 
in fixed are reasonable and just maximum rates 
for) the joint transportation of [freight and cars 
upon the railroads for which such schedules have 
been fixed. . 

This section without the words in brackets 
was read in both Houses without the omis- 
sion being discovered, although the omission 
makes it entirely meaningless. The explana- 
tion is made that the omission was a typo- 
graphical error in the original printed bill. 
W ten this bili was considered by the House 
Committee on Railrouds they amended it by 
cutting sections from the bill as printed and 
incorporating them in their bill. Section 8 
was cut from the printed bill and pasted on 
the amended bill without the omission being 
noticed and in that shape the report of the 
committee was accepted and the bill rushed 
through both Houses. 

There are a variety of opinions in regard to 
the effect that this omission will have. Rail- 
road-Commissioners Day and Smith give it 
as their opinion that, as the bill is amend- 
atory of Chap. 28 of the laws of the Twenty- 
second General Assembly. Sec. 20 of that 
chapter, which makes the rates established 
by the Commissioners prima facie evidence 
of a just and reasonable rate, will hold good 
with reference to joint rates. Gov. Boies is 
also understood as holding to this opinion. 
Some of the railroad men hold, however, that 
this omission, whether fatal to the bill or 
pot, gives good grounds for fighting tne law 
in case there isa desire to do so. It was 
learned tonight that one of the railway man- 

rs who was present when the .pill was 
passed noticed this omission and called the 
attention of some of his associates to it, 
but they concluded that they were 
under no obligation to instruct tne Legis- 
lature on this question. It also comes to the 
surface tonight that the railroad people 
question tne constitutionality of the measure, 
ard on these two grounds it is probabie that 
they may resist the law. 

Some of the jobbers who were instru- 
mental in getting the law passed are of the 
opinion that an extra session shouid be called. 
and both tne evening papers tonight made 
such a demand. Governor has not 
signed any of the appropriation biils ye, and 
may notsigo them. He bas bad expert ac- 
countants compute the revenue according to 
the tax levy, and finds that the appropria- 
tions as passed will leave no money to pay 
the expenses of the next General Assembly. 
There is strong talk tonight of an extra 
session.

A Washington dispatch published here today 
says that Mr. Payne’s promise to remain as 
Chairman of the committee is only condition- 
al, and that if the conditions are not lived up 
to Mr. Payne wiil withdraw from any active 
participation in this year’s campaign. While 
the condiuons are not given they are un- 
doubtedly the same as meationed in THE 
TRIBUNE this morning. When asked today 
if he knew any reason for Mr. Payne’s re- 
tirement Horace Rublee, editor of the Senti- 
nel, said he did not. “I have no reason to be- 
heve that the report is founded on fact,” 
said Mr. Rubiee, but on the other hand I 
have no data on which to base a denial.”’ 

The South Side, like the Irish, was entirely 
igpored by Mayor Peck in bis appointments, 
and the Democrats of that section of the city 
are up in arms against tue new Mayor.

officiais responded. Mayor Peck spoke of 
the “City of Milwaukee,” Controller Czer- 
winskie of “Official Duty,“ and Treasurer 
Steinmann on Milwaukee Finances.”

Tue revelations in the Archer case con- 
tinue to increase in interest as the investiga- 
uon progresses. The mystery as to what be- 
came of the money stolen by the Maryland 
State Treasurer is partially solved by his 
nephew, who has testified that when his 
uncle was elected State Treasurer, in 1886, he 
was over $100,000 in debt. The debt was due 
to people who had intrusted him with money. 
To satisfy them when they pressed for their 
money he robbed Peter to pay Paul. Thus 
6100. 000 of the Staie’s money went to pay his 
personal debts. This, however, only ac 
counts for a part of the funds that are miss- 
ing. There are still nearly anotner hundred 
thousand dollars to be accounted for. About 
one-half of this amount, it is shrewdly sur- 


mised, was turned over to the State Demo- 


cratic Central Committee on the day before 
the election in the fall of 1888 and put where 
it would do the most good by the Gorman 
ringsters. There still remains another in- 
stallment of the plunder to be identified as 
to its uses. If the Investigating Committee 
does ite duty the Archer case should pan out 
exceedingly rich in revelauons. It is the 
most unique on the record of the Treasury 
plunderers in the ten Democratic States. 
Archer notonly appropriated nearly a quarter 
of a million for his own and his party’s uses 
but the other officiais apparently stood by and 
saw bim do it without protest. The wonder 
grows why they did not take the whole 
Treasury and skip. 


DELUSIVE PROTECTION FOR AGRICULTURE 

The majority of tne McKinley committee 
make in their report the deciaration that 
the increase in importations oi agricultural 
products since 1850 has deen enormous, 
mounting from $40,000,000 to more than 
$356,000,000 in 1889.“ Three-fourths of the 
time since 1860 the country has been under 
the highest tariff in its history, but it hardly 
accords with the purposes of Maj. McKinley 
and his associates to explain how it is 
that under low duties the so-called agri- 
cultural importations amounted only to 
$40,000,000 in 1850, while under high rates and 
afteralong period of protection tney ad- 
vanced in 1889 to $356,000,000. The candid 
thing to do, however, is to explain to the peo- 
ple that these agricultural imports are 


made up of articles like tea, coffee, sugar, 


silk, aud others which cannot be produced to 
advantage in this country but which are in 
such demand that they cannot be excluded 
by duties not absolutely prohibitory. Thus 
one-fourth of the wool used in the United 
States has to be imported because ali the 
stimulus of a high tariff for twenty years has 
failed to produce a domestic supply equal to 
the consumption of wool. Notwithstanding 
the iong period of high protection which it 
has enjoyed the sugar industry can produce 
httle more than one ounce for every pound 
needed, and hence the country has no choice 
but to import nearly fifteen-sixteenths. 

After stating that the agricultural products 
imported are such as cannot be produced in 
this country in quantities adequate to the 
demand under the stimulus of high duties 
the McKinley committee should have ex- 
plained that the reverse is the case with 
breadstuffs and provisions and that there- 
fore the protective principle cannot be ap- 
plied to American farm products proper. 
When the home supply exceeds the demand 
what occasion is there for arresting impossi- 
ble foreign competition and what can be 
gained by the needless attempt? That small 
quantities of farm products are brought into 
the United States from Canada and bartered 
for American pork, coru, beef, and merchan- 
dise in the cities near the border in the East 
does not affect tne fact that the great agri- 
cultural States from tile Ohio to the arid lands 
of the West produce annually an excess tar 
beyond American heeds and which must be 
marketed abroad. Once in a generation 
there may be a failure of a particular crop, 
as Was the case some years ago with pota- 
toes; and then the protective principle may 
be applied while the shortage lasts ano with 
the effect of advancing the price of food on 
farmers as Well as everybody else in the 
community who eats potatoes. 

Wheat, corn, oats, hay, cotton, tobacco, 
hogs, beeves, flaxseed, butter, cheese, pota- 
toes, barley, tallow, and lard are the greut 
products of the agricultural States of the 
Union, and under any ordinary circumstances 
the yield is far beyond the home demand. 
Instead of fearing the competiuon of other 
countries the surplus agricultural products 
of the United States have to be sent abroad 
to find & market. Tun TrisunNs has printed 
statistics showing the enormous proportions 
of this surplus and how it continues to grow, 
but perhaps the facts cannot be stated in a 
clearer and stronger form than in the follow- 
ing table prepared by Mr. CG. W. Davis, and 
which shows the reduction of profits per acre 
in fatming during the last twenty years:

The farmer's net loss of revenue annually. .27 
This shows what ails the tarmers. With 
only a home demand represented by 65,000,- 
000 people the farmers are raising beef 
enough for 71,000,000, pork for 76,000,000, 
wheat for 79,000,000, corn for 70,000,000, and 
oats for 100,000,000. When a country has 
more food than it can consume no tariff can 
increase the orice of ite surplus. In Kansas 
and Nebraska, where the farmers bura corn 
for fuel, they would not be helped by a tariff 
on corn from Llinois, Indiana, and Ohio. 
Having more than enough to meet home 
Wants they cannot fear competition from the 
outside in their own markets, but must meet 
it when selling their surpius abroad. 

In this state of affairs the only feasible 
thing for the farmer is to reduce his cost of 
living and buy his goods cheaper, and that 1s 
just the question which is now agitating the 
farmers’ alliances which are multiplying 
rapidly allover tne West. These organiza- 
uons seek, by buying on the wholesale plan 
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sentatives to do this, and they intend to hold 
them to a serious reckoning if they with- 
hold that relief. Who can blame them! 
The McKinley bill seeks to checkmate 
these desires of the farmer for cheaper 
goods, since it advances the cost of many of 
the nécessaries of life which farmers must 
buy and offers them in return higher duties 
on their surplus products—duties which must 
prove deceptive and wholly inoperative. The 
farmers ask for bread or fish and are offered 
a stone or a serpent. They will use both in 
their wrath next fall on their deceivers, 


THE OUTCOME OF THE PAN-AMERICAN 
CONGRESS, 

The memorable session of the Pan-Ameri- 
can Congress is substantially at an end, and, 
although all the problenis which have en- 
gaged ‘ts attention have not been solved, it 
has made a long step forward towards closer 
relations and has superinduced an era of 
amicable and harmonious feeling which there 
is every reason to believe will be permanent, 
and will make for the mutual advantage of 
all concerned. Although there have been 
radical differences of opinion on some topics 
in this the first conference ever held between 
the Oelto-Saxon and Latin races since tne 
discovery of the country, the friendliest 
feeling has characterized the deliberations 
throughout, and the congress will finally ad- 
journ on terms of close and abiding friend- 
ship ana ot genuine Pan-American harmony. 

Among the great questions which have 
been discussed it 1s pleasant to note that tne 
principle of arbitration was accepted by all 
parties. The subject of an international 
dollar was postponed, to be considered by a 
conference to be appointed some time this 
year by the President of the United States, 
though ali the South American States were 
in favor of it. The survey for the proposed 
continental road will now be made at once, 
and if it is found to be practical the work will 
be pushed ahead energetically. The influence 
of increased railroad facilities in Mexico ac- 
compiished dy American capital in develop- 
ing and enriching that Repubiic was too 
apparent not to fill all the South American 
States with enthusiasm for compiete railroad 
union of the two Americas. Reciprocity has 
been left to negotiation, and we way to it 
has already been opened up by the Hitt 
resolution in the House. The internawonal 
bank will unquestionably be established. 
The South American States have expressed 
their willingness to do their part in subsidiz- 
ing lines of steamship communication. The 
conference has also recommended a uniform 
metric system, copyright law, port dues, 
customs regulations, quarantine regulations, 
and the creation of an international bureau 
of statistics, all of which will play an impor- 
tant part in making closer relations and ex- 
tending commercial facilities between the 
two Americas. 

In surveying the work accomplished it 
should be remembered that the Pan-Amer?- 
can Congress was not a congress with power 
to pass any legislation, to make treaties, or 
to mature anything. It was only a conference 
with authority to consider certain mut- 
ually advantagéous projects and to re- 
port upon them in an advisory way 
for the subsequent action of the respect- 
ive governments: From this point of 
view the Pan-American Congress has been 
remarkably successful, and it has compassed 
results which must be of far-reaching im- 
portance in the future, though complete 
agreement was not always reached. Some 
of its suggestions wili certainly be adopted, 
others may not; but, however this may be, 
not even the worst enemies of the Adminis- 
tration, or of its Secretary of State who first 
conceived the idea, will now be able to deny 
that within the short period of six months 
there has grown up a strong feeling of inter- 
national good will between the States of the 
two Americas and a disposition to cultivate 
closer relations and a more harmonious Pan- 
American citizenship, It is a greut step for- 
ward and must result in great advantage in 
the future by binding all the American Re- 
publics more olosely together, whatever may 
become of the special problems which have 
engaged the attention of the congress. Upon 
this result the great Premier who has at last 
seen his crowning act of statesmanship suc- 
cessfully realized may be heartily congratu- 
lated. Time has vindicated his foresight and 
cuurageous persistence, and the future will 
set the seal of approval upon his great work. 
He has inaugurated a pew era in American 
history.

There is something almost iudicrousin the 
outcome of the rescue of Emin by Stanley. 
After months of almost tnexampled labor, 
hardship, and suffering Stanley penetrated 
Equatoria and found Emin, who did not wish 
to be rescued. After much argument Stan- 
ley convinced him that he ought to be res- 
cued, and he réluctantiy gave his consent. 
Then followed their triumphal march to Zan- 
zibar, and Stanley received the world’s plaud · 
its as the rescuer. Hardly have the plaudits 
died away, and before Stanley can get back 
to Europe to receive his congratulations, and 
medals, and dinners, when Emin turns his face 
towards Equatoria again and deliberately an- 
nounces his intention of going back to the 
dangers from wiich he has just been res 
cued without so much as thanking his res- 
éuer. To crown the denovement of tne farce 
it is now announced that if Emin really un- 
dertakes to return Stanley will take charge of 
an expedition and head him off. Evidentiy 
Staniey is determined that he shall stay res- 
cued. 

Behind all this play of cross purposes, how- 
ever, there is something more serious. Stan- 
ley’s evident purpose is to take command of 
an English exploring expedition now that 
Emin has resumed his aliegiance w 
Germany and, acting under its auspices, 
is engaged in a movement to forestall the 
English. It is really a race for territory in 
Central and Eastern Africa between Ger- 
many and England, and in such a race it is 
not remarkable that Emin should have cast 
in his lot with his own countrymen and that 
he should have consented to take charge of a 
movement intended to give them control of 
the rich gountry where he was recently 
located aud with which he is so well 
acquainted, Nor, on the other hand, is it 
auy more remarkable tat Stanley should 
have offered his services to England and the 
Congo Free State, with Belgium at its head. 
The race for ine ascendency—Engiand push- 
ing down from the north into the Soudan 
and Germany penetrating the country from 
the east coast, with rescuer Stanley at the 
head of one force and rescued Emig at the 
head ot the other—will pe an exciting and 
possibly a dangerous one, as it may result in 
friction between the two countries. The ro- 
mance of adventure bids fair to give way to 
the greed tor African spoils and territorial 
supremacy, and it is not unlikely that the 
competition may make sad havoc and en- 
tanglement of the Angio-Teutonic relations. 
Be that as it may, the contest will be watched 
with great interest, for whichever side wins 
it will be for the benefit of Africa and the 


him to rescue a man who didn't want to be 
DEFRAUDING BOTH FARMER AND CON- 

Tun Tavxn is in favor of protection, but 
it 18 opposed to destruction. When a tariff 
tax is so large that it destroys that which it 
is levied to protect 1t 1s time to reduce it.

protect noboay except a few ranchmen and 
are injurious to 65 milhons of counsumers. 


Therefore it opposes the proposition of the 


McKinley bill to increase those taxes on the 
people so as to work still greater destruction 
to the woolen manufacturing dusiness of the 
couutry, and to take out of tne pockets of 
the consumers not only the $127,000,000 a 
year now unnecessamly extorted from them 
but add at least 868. 500, 000 more, 

That the increased duties on wools and 


| woolens of the McKaniey bill will make wool 


and woolen goods dearer to the people no- 
body seems to deny. The committee says its 
scheme will transfer to this country the 
manufacture of from fifteen to twenty mill- 
ion dollars’ worth of goods now made abroad. 
But aa, they will cost much more then than 
now the gain to the consumer is not appar- 
ent. 

But how will it be with the farmers who 
keep a few sheep to the east of the western 
limit of the grain-growing country! Will 
they profit worth considering by the cent 
extra of duty on wooils they do raise, ana the 
one or two to three cents on those they do 
not! 

At present the value of a sheep to the 
Western farmer is found three quarters in the 
meat and only a quarter the in wool. As the 
meat is the chief element in value, the num- 
ber of sheep in the grain-raising regions has 
fallen till it is about equal to the demand for 
mutton, Were the price of wool increased 
per pound without adding to the number of 
sheep, the farmer might find the value of his 
fleeces going up a cent or so a pound. Where 
his sheep used to bring him $4, 1 being for 
the wool, he wouid find that he gets 408 or 
$4.10. If this increase was more than the 
additional cost of his woolen clothing, then 
he would be a gainer, if not, a loser. 

Butif une increase in the price of wool stim- 
ulated sheep-breeding then the supply of 
mutton would. become in excessof the de- 
mand, and the price of the meat, which is 
three-fourths part of the value of the sheep, 
would fall, and the farmer who had been 
bragging of the great things Maj. McKinley 
had done for bim by adding 8 or 10 cents to 
the value of his fleeces would change his 
note when he found that that versatile states- 
man had taken 40 to 50 cents off the value of 
his mutton. Under tne influence of tnat ex- 
citing discovery the farmer would doubtiess 
rush off when it rained and vote the Repub- 
lican ticket out of gratitude. It is an amaz 
ing vote-getting scheme. 

The committee says that under the present 
high tariff a quarter of the manufactured 
woolens used in this country are made 
abroad. If this be true Tun Txaipunse bel.eves 
that it is a duty so high as to be destructive, 
not protective, which bas done it, and that 
the remedy is to lower, not to raise, tne tax. 
The patient is sick because he has been 
physicked so much. To cure him, give him 
less physic, not more; cheaper’ wool, not 
costlier wool. 

The committee says that some time—how 
soon it does not venture to predict“ the 
hillsides of the grain-growing lands of the 
United States will be white with the fleeces 
of abundant flocks,” caused by one to three 
cents a pound ‘nigher tax, and that when 
that time comes maybe woolens will be 
cheaper. But till then they will be higher 
than they now are, and two hundred millions 
a year will de taken from the consumers to 
protect nobody, but to destroy the great 
woolen iadustfy. What people down East 
may think of this proposition is yet un- 
known. Butit is certain that every West- 
ern man who votes for such a measure and 
then asks his cogstituents to reélect him will 
have a sweet time éxplaining his vote and 
showing them how they ate benefited by 
having the cost of their woolen clothing in- 
creased 25 or 30 per cent higher than even 
now.

THE SUPREME COURT AND THE DRAIN- 
AGE ACT, 

The Journal says: “It is exceedingly de 
sirable that the decision of the Supreme 
Court should be adverse to the Drainage 
law.” Is this merely an expression of opin- 
ion, or is it to be taken as an intimation that 
the court has made up its mind against the 
law, that the Journal has had a hint of it, and 
is breaking the news to the public in this 
delicate tashion? If it has any accurate infor- 
mation it should not hesitate to state just 
what it Knows, and how it heard it, What 
lawyer told it? 

Should the Supreme Judges decide against 
the law, and do so for reasons no better than 
those advanced by the Journal, it would be 
even more ridiculous than anpopular. The 
brilliant evening paper says that the hydrant 
water is “fairly good.” Chemists, with 
their tests, and physicians, with their 
microscopes, say otherwise. The Journal 
says: It is not probable there will be any 
trouble from bad water until next spring, 
and not then unless the freshets are inordi- 
nate.” It has deen proven that a summer 
shower like that of last season is enough to 
pollute the hydrant water. Now that there 
are such accumulations of sewage near the 
river mouth which winds and tidal waves 
carry near the orib, a big rain will send it 
there. Says the Journal: With sufficient 
pumping-works at Bridgeport and the new 
water intake finished there will be no dau- 
ger of polluuon.“ What cherub will watch 
over the city’s health till these things hap- 
pen some years hence? It further says the 
cutting of the drainage channel will cost 
much more than Was at first anticipated. 
How will the delaying of the work make it 
cost less? 

But according to the Journal it. may never 
be necessary to dig the channel, It says: 


Then, when Congress provi for the con- 
struction of the Hennepin Canal—which will de 
long before the drainage channel sould be con- 
structed—the need for expenditure by the local 
taxpayers will be obviated.

When the canal 1s dug it appears 
that the dweliers near Penny’s slough and 
on the Rock River will become familiar with 
smeils which have plagued the souls of the 
people of Lockport and Joliet. The Henne- 
pin Canal will do away with the need of the 
drainage channel, will it? The roars of 
mirth of the residents on the Dlinois when 
they hear that will be audible in the Journal

Tas McKinley portion of ttie Committee 
on Ways and Means says it does not believe 
its higher duties on woolen goods and wool 
will increase the revenue. The minority of 
the committee believes they will largely, 
and ita to be in the right. For the 
analysis of the duties made by 1t shows that 
they have been raised on just those articles 
for which, being the cheapést, and hence 
used by the largest number of people, there 
will be a constant demand. Cheap blankets 
wili pay 106 per cent tax; fine ones bought 
by the rich 72. On women’s and children’s 
cheapest dress goods the tax will be 106 per 
cent; on the finest 78 ver cent. The shawls 
used by the poorest people will psy 185 per 
cent tax and the richest 90. As prices rise 
people buy poorer goods than they used 
to. When woolen goods go up under 
the McKinley ultra tariff, if it de- 
comes a iaw, the demand for the common- 
est articles will increase disproportionately, 
and the bulk of the revenues will be made up 
of duties on the low-priced goods. And, as 
it is the cheapest wools on which the duties 
are to be raised the most, the manufacturer 
will not find an equivalent in tne higher duty 
on the cheaper goods, and will not manufact- 
ure them more extensively than at present, 
or if he does he will ask a higher price for 
them. Such legislation as this, which aims 
at taking much from those who have little, 
and little from those who have much, is not 
calculated to make its authors popular either 
among the distressed farmers or the hard- 
pressed workingmen of the cities, nor to re- 
elect many Congressmen who may vote 
for it. ,

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As THE outcome of the barbarous 30 per 
cent duty on art works, the well-known An- 
gelus has skipped from this country to Can- 
ada, Man, woman, potatoes, Angéius and all, 
and is now a fugitive from American soil, 
expatriated ana notable to return even by 
extradition. Last week its owners were 
compelled to choose between paying $30,000 
duty on it or removing it from the United 
States. Under the law importers of works 
of art are given six months to find purchas- 
ers for them, and upon a sale being effected 
or at the expiration of the six months the 
duty must be paid. The Angelus arrived at 
Montreal last Saturday just in time to 
escape the clutches of the custom-house, 
and will remain there for the present, safe 
in the refuge which has hitherto harbored 
so many fleeing criminals from this side. It 
is a fitting comment upon the barbarity of our 
present art duty that a world-famous picture, 
an object of curiosity to the community and 
of educational value to students, cannot re- 
main here without paying an exorbitant 
price and submitting to a tax sixty times 
greater than tne value at which the painter 
himself estimated his work. Whatever else 
Congress may do in the matter of the tariff, 
this duty should be removed at once. Itisa

BOW TEE DEMOCKATS WIN. 


Zhe Gross Frauds Practiced in the Fourth 
Alabama District. 
Wasnineton, D. C., April 17.—[Special.} 
Judge T. V. McDuffie of Alabama, a former 
citizen of Princeton, III., who married a sis- 
ter of William Cullen Bryant, is contesting 
the right of L. W. Turpin, Democrat, to rep- 
resent the Fourth District of Alabama in 
Congress. The Committee on Elections has 
decided by a majority vote in favor of Mr. 
McDuffie, and Mr. Rowell of Illinois is pre- 
paring an unusually long and exhaustive,re- 
port upon the case, because the district has a 
peculiar history and this case illustrates one 
ofits phases. This great black district has 
22.000 colored majority, yet it has been 
represented in Congress for man 
years by Democrats. In the Forty-sevent 
Congress, Gen. Shelby, Democrat, was 
ed as elected, having obtained a major- 
ity by the simple process of rejécting all the 
returns from colored precincts. He was un- 
seated during the first session of that Con- 


gress, but soon afterwards his competitor, 


died. Then Shelby came back at the second 
session with certificates of election to fill the 
vacancy and for the full term of the Forty- 
eighth Congress. Circumstances prevented 


dis comyetitor trom prosecuting: a contest, 


and Sheiby served the remainder of the term 
of the Forty-seventh Congress. His claim to 
@ seat in the Forty-eighth Congress, 
Which was Democratic, was contested by 
Mr. Craig, and it was 80 clear 
that Shelby had received the eer- 
tificate in consequence of fraud that even a 
Democratic committee was obliged to report 
against him. Yet the matter was allowed to 
drag aiong ana Craig was not seated until 
two weeks before the final adjournment. 
Turpin (Dem.) comes to this Congress wit a 
certified majority of 13,000 votes. A majority 
of the Elecuons Committee find that Mc- 
Duffie was elected by 5,000 majority. The 
ev.dence shows that in violation of law the 
Democrats appointed Democrats as inspectors 
at every precinct or selected colored men who 
were too ignorant to detect the frauds 
that were perpetrated. The Republicans 
anticipating fraud appointed a chairman and 
secretary at every poilling-piace, who were 
stationed outside and kept an account of each 
vote cast and who casti:. Every Republican 
held nis ticket in full view, and when it was 
handed up to the judges of election the Re- 
publican outside watchers made a record of 
the fact. The evidence shows that 97 per 
cent of the votes polied in the district were 
cast for the Rebublican ticket, and that the 
Republicans were well organized and took 
active interest throughout the district. 


THE HENNEPIN APPROPRIATION. 


How the Matter Is Set Forth in the River 
and Harbor Bill. 
Wasurnerton, D. C., April 17.—[Special ]—

Petitions in Favor of Lower Daties—Capi- 
tal Notes. 

Wasnineton, D. C., April 17.—[Special.]—

THEY WANT THE CONFESSION REVISED. 


How the Milwaukee Presbytery Would 
Like the Creed Changed. 

Beaver Dam, Wis, April 17.—[Special.]— 
After a great deal of discussion the Milwau- 
kee presbytery at ifs session here decided 
upon the following as representative of its 
attitude on the subject of revision: 

The first question, Do you desire revision?” 
we answer in the affirmative. The second ques- 
tion, It 80, to what tent!“ we answer that 
we will leave that to the judgment of a lay 
representative commi such as the General 
Assembly may appoint,..but.we desire that the 
following three peints be covered: (1) That the 
doctrines of the Westminster Standard be kept 
inviolate. (2) Thut those statements which 
seem to convey erronéous impressions be modi- 
fied. () That fuller and more definite ex- 
pression be given to the doctrine of God's love 
for the world, and the great commission to 
preach the gospel to every creature. 

A committee, with the Rev. William Ches- 
ter of Milwaukee as Chairman, was appointed 
to draft resolutions expressing the sentiment 
of the presbytery upon the Supreme Court 
decision in me Edgerton Bible case and upon 
the Bennett law. After being out for some 
time the committee reported that it recom- 
mended that both subjects be diseussed by 
the presbytery, and that no resolutions be 
adopted at thi session. The Rev. McAttle 
of Madison took the floor on the question of 
the Edgerton decision and proceeded toscore 
the Supreme Court. He was listened to 
closely, but he did not seem to have much 
support. Though no vote was taken on the 
Bennett law the presbytery was solidly fav- 
orabie. The Rev. William Broadurst, the 
Baptist minister who made application to 
join the presbytery, was accepted unani- 
mously. ; 

Sr. Louis, Mo., April 17.—|Special.]—The St.
